Mil that thou heſt commuaunaed Vs,” wtwill do, and 
whither-ſoeucy thowſendeſt vs, wee will ge : as wee 


obeyed Moſes in all things , ſo will we obey thee : on- 
ly the Lord thy God be with thee as he was with Me- 
ſes, 1eſh.1.16.27. Sofarre then, as GOD is with 
our Princes , and chat their commaunds, bee no

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ſeprincipibus ſubdant. 

Hee teacheth all forts ofmen, whether he be| 
Prieſt, Monke, or Apoſtle, hee muſtſubmitte 
himſelfe to his Soucraigne Prince . And the ho- 
lie Apoſtle Saint Peter whom the Roman Viurpers | 
boaſt to ſucceede, taught the ſame generall do- 
Qrine, 1.Pet.2.1 3c. Submit your ſelues to all ma- 
ner ordinance of man, for the Lords ſake, whether | 
rothe King as ſuperiour , or unto gouernours as ſent 
of him, &c. for ſo is the will of God. 

Saint Gregory the great who fate Biſhop of 
Rome (ixe hundred 'yeares after our Lord and Sa- 
uiour Chriſt, knew no other , nor taught none 
other do&rine: for hereot,his Epiſtles giuegood 
witneſlc. 

Menritius the Emperour had made a De- 
cree, Thatno olde Souldiers ſhould 'be admit- 
ted or recciued into anie of the Monafteries, 
becauſe hee perceived that many of them vſed 


.thisas a ſhiftto ſhunne and eſcape from going 


to the watres , and hee was thereby likely ro bee 
the worſe ſerued : ſuch power had that Chriſtian 


Emperour to decree in matters concerning the 
Church, and Gregorze then Biſhoppe of Rome, 
B 3 grieued 
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grieued at this conſtitution of the Emperor, di 
not conuent the Emperour to his Confiſtorie,| 
drew not out againſt him the ſword of Excom-| 
munication , did not menace him with interdi-! 
&ion, deprivation, or any other ſhew of Papall 
iuriſdiion, butasan humble and duerifull ſub- 
|ie&, addrefſed to him his earneſt petition, by an 
Epiſtle, wherein he plcadeth for the Church,and 
as if it became him ill co conteſt with his Soue- 
raigne, hee bringeth in Chriſt Icſus, thus expo- 
Gulating with him. Egote de notario comitemex- 
enbitorum, ae comite Ceſarem de Ceſare imperats- 
rem, &patrem imperatorum feci : Tna word , 1 
haue aduaunced thee from lowe to high degree ; 
Sacerdotes meos tue manni commiſ; , | hauc giuen 
thee charge and gouernement of my Prieſts , Re- 
giſtr. lib.z.epiſt.61. 

And to make his ſuite more poſſible, he wrote 
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|[Phyſician, to intreate him,who might beſt chuſe 
an opporrunetime, toſollicite this requeſt, in 
\which he complayneth, ſaying ; Epiſt. 64. YValde 
mihi aurum videtar , vt ab eius ſeruitio milites pro- 
Mrovy qui dominari illum, non ſolum militibus, ſed 
etiam Sacerdotibus concefitt. It ſeemerh hard to 
mee, that hee whom God hath-made to rule,not 
only Souldiers, bur Prieſts alſo, ſhould reſtraine 
Souldiers from doing ſeruice to that GOD : So 
making Theodorus his competitor to the Empe-

rour, for repeale ofthat Law. 
But this Gregorie the firſt of that name, was ſo 
b | farre 
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farre from the preſent Antichriſtian pride of his 
ſucceſſor,as that he wonld not ſuffer the Title of 
Oecumenicall Biſhop to be put vpon him ; here- 
in following Fe/agins his moſt worthy p. edecel- 
four. He writan angry reprehenſton to Eu/oginr, 
Patriarch of Alexana ia,for ſtiling him Yniger- 
ſall Biſbep, in an Epiſtle ſent to him: And when 
John Patriarch of Conſtantinople,had vſurped thar 
title,he wrot ro him to rebuke himfor it. Andto 
| Manritins the Emperour, whoſe loue to him and 
the Church could haue affoorded him ſo hono- 
rable atitle,he ſaid, whoſocuer afſumeth to him- 
ſelfe, or admitreth of any ſuch title , E/atione ſus 
Antichriſtam precurrit, he doth fore-runne Anti- 
chriſt in his pride . He: calleth that title , Nefan- 
dum, ſtultum, ſuperbum vocabulum, a wicked, foo- 
liſh,and proud title. He faith that the counſell of 
Caledon offered it to his predeceſſors, to beeſo 
ſtiled, ſed tamen nullus fibi hoc temerarium nomen 
4rripwuit : none of them took this raſhand incon- 
ſideratename vpon him. 
He would haue ſtaid the pride of that Roman 
See at the firſt: for when in reſpeR ofth2 Empire 


ſeated at Rowe, the chamber of that great Monar- 
chie,there was giuen the firſt place in Councels 
to the Biſhop of Rome: the next ambition was to 
bz chicfe Biſhop : and then to be vniverſal! ouer 
all the Church , as Hart ſaith, the Pope cannor- 
be non reſident, for all the world is his Dioceſle. 
and what was then left, butto-intrude vpon the 
rights of temporall Princes, as in ſucceeding 
times 
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times they did,and at this day dee ?Bur we heare 
God promiſing, Kings ſhall be thy warfing fathers, 
and 2weenes thy nurces; not Biſhops, not Popes, 
and Prelates, Eſay 49. 23. Two proofes let mee 
but name, becauſe we hauethem fully prefled by 
moſt learned and indicious Diuines , which ex- 
preſſe thepower of Princes ouer the Church, 
Firſt, their invention of generall Counſclls,ſo 
Pighins himſelfe confeſleth , Conſtentinus primus 
auth r fait conuocendt generalis conſilis : Conſtan- 
tize was the-firſt who deuiſed ts aſſemble generall 
Counſclls,.butrthe power heereof was by GOD 
himſelfe giuen to Zoſcs, to whom hee commit-
